IBx. Bootli at Theatre HoyeiL 



There wns a minieroiis attendance at 
Theatre Royal last evening to hear Mr. 
C. Booth's uddroas. Mr. Booth was re- 
ceived with loud applause and on jiacend- 
ing the platform asked the audience to 
?elect a chairman. The name of Mr. K. 
Shakespeare waa mentioned by a few pre- 
sent and that gentleman took the chair. 

. Mr. Bootii then briefly explained that he 
proposed to relate his experience as a re- 
sident of British. Columbia during sixteen 
yearsjas^a gold miner, a roin-csentativo of 
thbl'pSopte and a civil servant. His first 
appearance in ^this Province was at Cari- 
boo, arid niany/Erasoni^'itlus were 
then in the samo'iDislrict. A^Tiion' an early 
resident of Cariboo ho was, almost without 
his knowledge, elected member of the 
Mining Board and Kiibsoqnontly, much to 
his surprise, he found himself Chairman 
of it. It might have bouii his evil genius 
that placed him in tiiat position. How- 
ever, shortly after the labors of the first' 
session a dispute took place between the 
Government and the minors, and ho, as 
chairman of tho ^Mining Board, g.ivo his 
aid and decideil tho dispute in favor of 
the miners. Mr. Booth was hero frequent- 
ly interrupted by Geo. Baker amid cries 
of "order, order," and "put him out." 
Mr. Booth asked if Baker;^%«W vtKeri^|in 
tbe" capacity of a bidly; he had seeii him 
act in that capacity once at Cariboo; 
but he was pained to see him act 
tVkO rowdy and was very sorry for it. In 
Cariboo he (Mr. B.) had addressed meet- 
ings and there fair play was accorded to 
all. But this was Victoria, and was 
; tbwdyism, hi3 would ask, to prbvail in tho 
capital of tho Province? (Cheers.) Ho 
would vacate tho platform for ton or 
twenty minutes in favor of any person 
present, but time would not permit liiin 
to bandy words with any one in tlio audi- 

. enco. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Booth| resuming tho thread of his 
narrative; reprotedjthatiin'ithd^^^ dispute 
alluded to he had docidodan' favor of the 
minors who were oppoSed^Tby the lessees 
of an all-powerful but 'iiTeiponsible gov- 
ernment. (Mr. Baker again interrupted 
the speaker.) Mr. Booth said he regretted 
for the credit of British Columbia and the 
community that such unseemly conduct 
was allowed. The dispute ho had decid- 
ed led to the Grouse Creek war. (More 
interruptions from Mr. Baker were re- 
ceived witli loud cries of "put him out.") 
Mr. Booth — Let him go on. When lie 
■gets tired I'll proceed. He can't annoy 

• me. Referring once more to the Grouse 
Creek trouble he would state that to tho 
credit of the miners of Cariboo not a hair 
of one of tlieir heads fell to the ground 
during all tlie torriblo strike. No attempt 
was made to violate tho laws of the land. 
In his political experience in British Co- 
lumbia the fii-st vote hu cast was for the 
present Premier, who was elected. The 
next contest, in which ho was interested, 
was when the question of confederation 
was first discussed. Ho had then support- 
ed confederation and responsible govern- 
ment, he alwaj's had done so since and 
would do so in the future, believing that 
the country was capable of satisfactorily 
working but her own destiny and glorious 
end. He then proceeded to read from 
speeches delivered by Mr. Walkom in the 
Legislative Council before Confederation 
to show that lie (Mr. Wallcem) was vio- 

- lently opposed to responsible institutions 
sand had ridiculed the idea of.aOjaparse a 

populationVexpecting/TOsponsible.;^^ 
ment;' Ho (Mrl Walkem) had then said 
that the agitation whiclr would follow the 
inauguration of responsible government 
would prove a cur.se rather than a bless- 
ing to the 'country. Ho (Mr. Walkem) 
fcjbftueved that property-owners were op- 
5iwBed,^td irresponsible government and 
" twouldibbyafmid ;of r tmtm~g"sthO;' Go vern- 
ment to meii of whom they lihow nothing. 
He (Mr. Booth) said thoy had reason to 
be glad tliat since those days Mr, Wal- 
kem had changed his views; if lie would 
change them a few times more lie would 
doubtlessbecomu a good man. (Applause.) 
He then referred to the ellbrts of the del-* 
ogates to Ottawa deputed to arrange the 
Terms of Union. The terms were as good 
as could be expected; but whilst British 
Columbia liad kept lier part of the bar- 
bain to the letter, Canada had utterly 
failed to ob.servo "her portion of tlie con- 
tract. Referring to the first election af- 
ter confederation ho said Cariboo had e.v- 
pressed her confidence in him— a fact he 
thought which answered the statement 
made by Baker that he had deserted the 
Canadian Company during the Grouse 
Creek war. (More interruxjtions from 
•Baker.) ■ ' • .. . • 

Mr. Booth — Upon my word, you are 
worse than a plague of lice. (Loud 
laughter.) Continuing, tlie speaker re- 
ferred to the course lie pursued .as a mem- 
ber of the House, and explained his resig- 
nation and acceptance of olKce in tho dis- 
trict of Kootenay. (Mr. Gallagher — A 
goo^d place, too.) Although he^ accepted 
position there, there was no covenant or 
agreement he entered into with the 
miners of Cariboo tliat he had not ful- 
filled whilst a member of tho House. He 
then spoke of his experience in Kootenay 
and asserted that the Government of that 
time had- appointed two justices of the 

■ peace who might be well qualifiisdifor^the 
position for tney had graduated as dul- 
prits on the American side of the line, 
and became judges on this. The one 
had been fined for selling whisky with- 
out a license, and the other had been 
fined and severely reprimanded for bru- 
tally ill-using an abandoned woman with 
whom he had entered into oithqr a real or 
mock marriage in order that lie might en- 
joy her income. (Sensation.) Tho speaker 
wont on to describe tlio unenviable posi- 
tion ho was placed in when ho was com- 
pelled as Returning Officer to decide tho 

. election at Kootenay District by his cast- 
ingvote. Hovotedin favor of Gallng'ierand 
Vowell and shortly afterwards the House 
met'and tho Wnlkem Government were 
defca ei ; Mr. Vowell accepted office and 
as a consoquonco another election ensued 
in Kootenay. Tha Walkem star not be- 
ing in the ascendancy tho deceased Mr. 
Milby came out as an Elliott man and 
after mature consideration Gulbraith also 
decided to bo an Elliott man. The Dis- 
tfiot was 80 evenly balanced that he was 
again called on to decide tho election by 
his casting vote, which he gave conscien- 
tiouiily and independently in favor of 
Milby.

He (Mr. B.) had recently given 
every information before a committee of 
the Legislature concerning these charges, 
which were utterly false. Where, he 
would ask, were tho affidavits read from 
in tho House? Where was his accuser? 
(Hear, hear.) He would not call Gal- 
hraith any harsh names, but would simply 
say that ho was an unfortunate young 
man. Nature had not endowed him with 
a fair share of brains and ho mistook false- 
hood for diplomacy. He (Mr. B.) would 
challenge any one to lay dishonor at his 
door and lie did not see how, during 
his official career, ho could have 
bettered any one of his acts. He 
hoped in speaking of himself ho had not 
tired tho audience and had mado no dis- 
play of vanity. In conclusion ho exhort- 
ed the people of tho Province to act as a 
unit — to settle their differences with Ca- 
nada first and the difibrenccs amongst 
themselves afterwards. (Loud applause.) 

Mr. Galhigher, M.P.P., who had tho 
appearance of a man who had dined well, 
mounted the platform and asserted that 
Mr. Galbraith had been elected to sup- 
port the Walkem Government or ho never 
would have been returned for the district. 
His remarks wore received with jeors.

.Ai^alrs in Alaska. 



A recent issue of tho Now York Herald 
contains an inteieatiug and instruct- 
ive letter on tho situation in Alaska 
from tho pen of William Governeur 
Morris, Special Agent of the United 
States government. The writer, allud- 
ing to tho appeal for aid made by the 
people of Sitka, is of the opinion that 
aftairs must have been very alarming to 
necessitato such a request being preferred, 
but remarks that it is no matter for sur- 
prise that "the red cross of King George" 
was appealed to fur protection when the 
fact becomes' '. khovii i.that'' tho United 
States have not a single naval vessel sta- 
tioned north of Mare Island. Having re- 
ferred to the salutary effect the presence 
of British gunboats has on Indian tribes 
of the "northwest English coast," Major 
Morris submits it was not at all unnatural 
that the jDpmmander of H.^I. S. Ospioy 
should , .'deeini it.\;,his7iiuty^;to; proceed 
to Sitka to ascbrtain if the trbiible alleged 
to exist would extend to British territory. 
Tho Alaskan Indians and those of this 
Province being in constant communication 
it was impossible to tell where the dif- 
ficulty would end. Tho writer thinks tho 
action of the commander of. the Osproy 
was well-timed and JUustratiVe -,1:01 ^the 
friendly feeling which should ever exist 
between England and the United States. 
He adds that the people of the northwest 
coast aro proud that their Briti.sh neigh- 
bor 80 readily evinced a desire to prevent 
tho horrors of an Indian massacre. Major 
Morris then asks the very pertinent 
question:— Who ia responsible for the 
difhculty? He contends the executive 
bnmch of the government must bo held 
blameless and tho reaponsibilitj' placed on 
tho law-making power. When in June, 
1877, Alaska Territory was abandoned by 
tho War Department and the troojjs with- 
drawn, tho solo government was virtually 
turned over to tho Secretary of tho Trea- 
sury, inasmuch as he had tho custom 
house and customs officers there, and on 
thatofiicial, MajorMorris asserts, much un- 
just blame has been thrown because he 
did not afford tho territory the protection 
she required. Tho great error in with- 
drawing tho troops was in taking them 
away before Congress had legislated some 
form of government for the protection of 
tho people and appropriated means to 
build a suitable gunboat to guard the 
coast. .Owing to this blunder, tho writer 
points oiifc; tliat' the xiondition of affairs in 
Alaska 'is" without comparison or parallel 
in tho history of nations and having shown 
that tho Secretary of the Treasury has no 
right to interfere in many instances where 
tho War Department can use troops to 
prevent or repress outbreaks, he expresses 
regret that for nearly two years there has 
been no government of any kind what- 
ever in the territory, and although Con- 
gress has been repeatedly petitioned by 
its citizens and aid asked, it has turned 
a deaf ear, and neglected to legislate in 
any manner or form whatsoever for this 
section of tho Republic. If this state of 
affairs be permitted to continue. Major 
Morris contends that "they will again be 
compelled to call on Britain to protect 
America." In conclusion lie says: "It 
is tho proud boast of an Engli.sh subject 
that no matter in what corner of the earth 
he may pitch his tent ho is assured of tho 
protection of his flag. How different with 
the American Republic. The converse of 
tho proposition is tho fact, and right here 
at our own doors wo have an integral part 
of this Republic, embracing oiie-.sixth tho 
area of tho whole United States, rich in 
minerals, timber, fish and furs, wholly 
neglected by the law maki^i§^)i^inch of 
the Governme nt."- _^ ''=^^1

The Royal City had a crowded anti- 
Chinese meeting on Tlxursday evening 
last and, judging from the accounts there- 
of in tho local papers, the proceedings 
wore lively and at times laughablfj. Be- 
hind tlie platform placards were suspend- 
ed bearing the following inscriptions : — 

"Suspend the tariff" until after raihv:iy 
completion, or out the painter; too mucheo 
Chinaman; too mucheo Government; hur- 
rah for a OroAvn Colony — ^loss sham and 
free action. British Columbia killed by 
many causes. Canadian counection with- 
out .action. Chinese unequal competition 
and demoralizing effect. Political hmds 
without reason. Political frauds without 
redemption. Simplicity sold by sliania 
and deception. Intelligonco crushed by 
vice and corruption." Mr. Korter, for- 
merly of this city and now President of 
tho New Westminster Wovkingmen's Pro- 
tectivo Association, signified his intention 
of occupying tho chair, when Mr. J. Kennedy 
suggested that a chairman bo elected from 
tho audience. Mr. Kortor submitted 
that ho was entitled to preside and, hav-

Winchester, the oldest chartered cor- 
poration in tiic Kingdom, having neari^ 
ly reached its GOOth anniversary, is 
about to copy the example of its sister, 
tho nc.Kt oldest corporate body, London, 
and provide its chief magistrate with a 
gold chain and jewel badge, at a cost 
of 300 guineas. 

Ilorniman's great tea warehouse, 
London, has been destroyed by fire. 
Tlio building is situated in the very 
heart of the city, and it occupied 18 
fire engines and 200 firemen two hours 
in keeping the fire under control. While 
tlio fire was burning Mr. Horninian en- 
tered tho building and took a .£2,000 
note out of a safe. 

The Glasgow Theatre Royal, one of 
tho largest and best equipped theatres 
in tho kingdom, was destroyed on Sun- 
day by fire. At the close of Saturday 
night's performance, curiously enough 
the last of tho season's pantomime, the 
doors of the theatre were all locked, 
j^Ir. Knapp, the manager, and a few 
gentlemen remaining inside. Shortly 
after midnight Mr. Knapp heard a 
rushing sound, as if a pipe had burst, 
and on looking into tho theatre he 
found nearly tho whole house in flames. 
The theatre was erected in 1867, at a 
cost of £30,000, and could not now bo 
replaced much under £40,000. Having, 
perhap.s, the largest stage of any pro- 
vincial theatre, its scenic display's, es- 
pecially at pantomime times, have been 
a successful feature in its history. 

Tho Tclcf/rapJi says that evident "as- 
tonishment" was felt by the crowd in 
waiting at the leniency of the Glasgow 
Bank sentences, there being a strong 
feeling that tlie convicts had got off too 
easily; and it was also reported that 
Mr. Stroiio.ch received hia sentence 
with what "might have been read as a 
happy smile," wiiile "the other prison- 
ers seemed grateful that they bad been 
so easily dealt with," "old Mr. Sal- 
mond's" countenance being etpejially 
e-xjirpssive of this feeling. 

The Loudon correspondent of the 
Le^ids Mtrrcurij, writing on the with- 
drawal of S.r Neville Chamberlain from 
Afghanistan, says: — "Tiie truth is that 
he is disgu.sted with the prevarication, 
underhand dealing, and headstrong 
ignorance which have marked the con- 
duct of affairs.

In tho London Times appears the 
following grim story of life and death 
in a lighthouse: — A telegram having 
announced that the light of the Alguada 
Reef was not visible, a steamer was 
despatched to ascertain the cause. The 
captain on landing discovered two of 
the men in tho lighthouse dead, while 
a third was lying in a precarious state. 
The keeper stated that signals of dis- 
tress such as "I want immediate holp" 
and "Man dying" had been exhibited 
by him for about twenty days. As a 
last; resof tr s|KQals^bfiying vfailed 
to attract attention, he darkened the 
lights on the Bassein side, feeling cer- 
tain that this step would not fail to 
attract attention to tho lighthouse. 
And so, with the dead and tho dying, 
he watched for relief, which came at 
last. 

An explnation is now given of tho 
origin of the hoax as to a pirate ship 
being off Cork harbour. The gunboat 
Goshawk has been for some time past 
engaged in protecting the fisheries at 
Biackrock, near Cork, and it is sup- 
posed that, in order to carry out their 
illegal practices, some fishermen cir- 
culated the rumour that a pirate vessel 
was off the harbour. The iu.e'.ligence 
being conveyed to Lloyd's, the gun- 
boat was ordered out to look after this 
phantom depredator, with the re.sult 
already known. In the meantime, the 
poachers, it is stated, made large hauls. 
It will bo remembered that about two 
years ago a hoax resulted in sending 
the Goshawk on a perilous trip to 
Vigo Bay, tlip. fishermen in Cork hai- 
bour benefitting , cp^iderably by her
